MEXICO CITY, April 4—While 
Federal cavalry was hunting down 
the remnants of rebel infantry that 
escaped death at La Reforma yester- 
day, the government announced to- 
night that the insurgent losses were 
1,000 dead, 500 wounded and 2, 
prisoners in that battle. 

The rebel casualty list was con- 
tained in a message from General 
Calles, the Federal commander, from 
Torreon. 

The Federals are still gathering up 
the dead on the miles-long battlefield, 
and it may be another twenty-four 
hours before this gruesome work is 
finished. 

The terrific toll of killed was con- 
sidered startling, as in any war the 
wounded usually number several 
times as many as those killed in bat- 
tle.

Delaney to Submit Plans for 
New System Including the 
Bronx in Two Months. 


TO EXTEND BROOKLYN LINES 


Engineers Studying Merits of 
2d and 3d Avs. for the 
Manhattan Route. 


WORK TO START IN A YEAR 


| City’s Transit Holdings Would Top 
| $2,000,000,000—Bronx Ex- 
| tensions Approved. 


Plans for construction of a new 
600,000,000 subway system by the 
city, to serve the east side of Man- 
hattan and the Bronx and to extend 
Brooklyn routes now under construc- 
tion, will be submitted to the Board 
of Estimate within the next two or 
three months, Chairman John H. De- 
laney of the Board of Transportation 
revealed yesterday. 

The plans will comprise the second 
half of the original $1,200,000,000 pro- 
gram mapped out by the Board of 
Transportation in 1924. They were 
temporarily shelved in 1925 to per- 
mit the city to complete the $600,000- 
000 project embodying a west side 
system in Manhattan, the Fifty-third 
Street tunnel to Queens, lines on the 
west side of the Bronx and routes 
in Queens and Brooklyn. Mr. De- 
laney expects to have the first half 
|of the original program completed 
| by the end of 1931. 

Second Avenue Favored. 


Although Chairman Delaney de- 
clared yesterday that it was too soon 
to discuss routes, it is believed that 
the Manhattan line of the new east 
side system will be under Second 
|Avenue. Third Avenue or a private 
right of way between Second and 
;Third Avenues are also under con- 
sideration, but at present the most 
easterly location is favored. 

“It is quite obvious that the Board 
of Transportation cannot go into de- 
tails at this time concerning its sub- 
way plans,’’ Mr. Delaney said. ‘‘Even 
if it were true that approximate 
routes had been tentatively fixed 
they would be subject to changes.

Deluge Darkens the City in Mid-Afternoon; 
Passenger and Mail Planes Forced Down 


A lowering thunderstorm swept 
over New York about 3 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, darkening the 
city’s streets. Though the rainfall 
was only 22-100 of an inch, the 
storm caused electric lights to be 
switched on in homes and office 
buildings throughout the city, and 
set Broadway’s lights blazing four 
hours earlier than usual. 

Two airplanes were driven from 
the sky by the downpour. One, a 
tri-motored Ford air _ transport, 
carrying twelve assengers on a 
sight-seeing tour from the Newark 
airport, landed at Roosevelt Field, 
‘ The other, a Pitcairn mail 
plane owned by the Colonial Air- 
ways, Inc., and piloted by Roy Wom- 
sey, was forced down by a defective 
motor and landed in Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn. At Plainfield, N. J., a 
large captive balloon, which the 
Chamber of Commerce was using to 
advertise its exposition, opening 
next Saturday, was torn from its an- 
chorage over the Frost Building in 
Park Avenue. The balloon was dast 
seen scudding through the clouds to- 
ward Perth Amboy, «_.

; The Newark plane, piloted by its 
owner, Capt. N. C. Brown, and carry- 
ing Peter O’Toole, manager of the

Police Commissioner Whalen blamed 
prohibition for the increase in crime 
in this city, declared there were 
32,000 ‘‘speakeasies’”’ in New York, 
warned against the ‘‘hostess prob- 
lem”’ which is ‘‘verging on vice con- 
ditions that were wiped out years 
ago,’”’ and scored ‘‘sob sister’’ judges 
who criticize police strong-arm tac- 
tics against criminals, in an address 
yesterday noon at a Rotary Club 
luncheon at the Waldorf. 

Commissioner Whalen contended 
that if the various problems con- 
fronting his department continued to 
grow, the present police force of 
18,000 men would have to be doubled. 
He predicted, however, that ‘‘by the 
end of this year we will show a re- 
duction of 1,000 crimes in the city 
and a substantial increase in arrests 
and convictions.’’ 

Touching on his previously an- 
nounced policy of giving the criminal 
element no quarter in the city, Mr. 
Whalen said that ‘‘in rye: with 
criminals we cannot stand aside for 
some misguided sob-sister judge.’’ 

He contended that criminals should 
be ferreted out and ‘‘kept on the 
move’’ to prevent crime. At the first 
of this year, he added, there were 
900 ‘‘dives’’ harboring criminals in 
the city. 

“As for these so-called sob-sisters 
that always take a crack at the Po- 
lice Commissioner,’’ he continued, 
“let me say to them that they do 
not cry when a policeman is shot in

HERE IN A SWINDLE 


Taken on Broadway When He) 


Meets Man Being Trailed as 
Massachusetts Fugitive.

LINKED TO $32,000 THEFT 


Police Say He and Two Others 
Fit Descriptions—He Insists 
He Is Innocent. 


After searching almost four months 
for three men wanted in Massachu- 
setts in the theft of $32,000 from 
the Raynham home of Thomas 
Kearns, owner of a hotel at Taunton, 
Detectives Curry and Schnaible de- 
scended yesterday on their quarry at 
Broadway and Ninety-second Street. 
Their capture was startling even to 
them. 

According to the detectives the de- 
scription of one of the three suspects, 
sent from Massachusetts, fitted 
James Thompson of the Hotel Mon- 
terey at Ninety-fourth Street and 
Broadway, who returned from Miami 
last Wednesday. When they saw him 
leaving the hotel yesterday they fol- 
lowed. 

At Broadway and Ninety-second 
Street two men stepped up to Thomp- 
son. They met as if by appointment, 
chatted for a few moments and then 
started off together. 

The detectives’ eyes widened at the 
sight of one of the two. He was tall, 
dressed in tight-fitting oxford gray 
overcoat, glittering shoes, a rather 
loud brown suit and a pear! gray felt 
hat. His hair was gray at the tem- 
ples and his mustache was powdered 


Arnstein Denies Identity. 


“Nicky Arnstein,’’ breathed Curry, 
stopping the trio. 

“Jules W. Arnold, if you please,”’ 
said the tall man loftily. He gave 
the detectives a hurt look through 
his pince-nez. 

At the West 100th Street police sta- 
tion, when the three men were 
booked Thompson gave his adaress 
as the Waldorf, although he had 
been living at the Monterey; the sec- 
ond man described himself as Harry 
Fields, 53 years old, of 37 West Nine- 
ty-first Street and the tall man de- 
scribed himself as Jules Arnold of 
the San Remo Apartments, Seventy- 
fifth Street and Central Park West, 
giving his age as 49. 

When the booking formality was 
ended the detectives took the three 
to Police Headquarters. Word of 
Arnstein’s arrest as a fugitive from 
justice had spread quickly and a4 
small crowd of photographers and 
policemen were prepared for his ar- 
rival. Long years of practice have 
taught Arnstein that the only way 
to shield himself from the booming 
flashlights is to throw up a screeu. 
A spotless white handkerchief 
served the purpose, 


Deny Knowledge of Crime. 


When they demanded an explana- 
tion for their arrest, the three were 
told that they fitted the description 
of the three men who took $32,000 
from Thomas Kearns, They prompt- 
ly denied they knew anything about 
it and questioning did not shake this 
stand. They are to be arraigned in 
the West Side Court today. 

According to the detectives, the 
warrants issued in Massachusetts 
after the grand jury heard the evi- 
dence charged three men with grand 
larceny; “one Edward Perry alias 
O’Donnell,” ‘‘one Stuart Danneey 
and ‘one R. VY. Mboigler, alias 
Miller.”” Arnstein fits the descrip- 
tion of Perry, according to the police; 
Thompson is alleged to have ad- 
mitted that he is sometimes called 
Stuart Donnelly and the description 
a a fits Fields, the detectives 
said. 


When the men were booked at 
headquarters, Fields and Thompson 
repeated the information they had 
given at West 100th Street, but Arn- 
stein sought to make a correction.

the back. I don’t mind constructive 
criticism but destructive criticism in 
a situation like this is injurious to 
the community. We must uphold our 
police because if we do not we will 
have a city here that will make us 
hang our heads in shame. We must 
encourage our police force so long as 
they make no mistakes, 

“The Police Department has made 
a great record. Despite the many 


different nationalities and elements 
represented by the inhabitants of 
this city, New York is the second 
best law abiding city in the United 
States. 

‘Crime has been on the increase 
throughout the country and as far 
as this city is concerned, prohibition 
is most frequently to blame for the 
increase here. I have analyzed the 
situation. There is growing up the 
so-called speakeasy problem and this 
is a serious one. 

“In the old days, you could wipe 
out a vicious saloon. Nowadays, all 
you need is two bottles and a room 
and you have a speakeasy. We have 
32,000 speakeasies in this city. 

‘‘From the speakeasy comes dining 
and dancing and out of that grows 
the hostess game. This hostess prob- 
lem verges seriously on a vice that 
we wiped out many years ago. It is 
very difficult for the police to get 
the necessary legal evidence to wipe 
out these places. We have today 
18,000 men on the police force but 
it will be necessary to double the 
number if a change does not come in 
existing conditions.’’

T. Coleman du Pont and Jesse

ants in Action Brought Here. 


FRAUD LAID TO PROMOTERS 


Misrepresented Florida Lots 
With Directors’ Knowledge, 
Investors Charge. 


T. Coleman du Pont, Jesse L. 
Livermore, Addison Mizner and as- 
sociates in the Florida real estate 
development of Boca Raton are 
named in an action to recover 
$1,450,000, which was filed in the 
office of the county clerk here yes- 
terday by ninety-three investors, in- 
cluding Douglas Cairns of Miami 
Beach and New York, and Maxi- 
milian Morgenthau, son of Henry 
Morgenthau, former Ambassador to 
Turkey. The investors accuse the 
promoters of the Boca Raton de- 
velopment of having conspired to sell 
by fraudulent representations unim- 
proved Florida real estate of little 
value. 

In one of the most voluminous 
complaints ever filed in the Supreme 
Court in New York, a document of 
870 pages and representing 422 sep- 
arate causes. the plaintiffs charge 
that the promoters of Boca Raton 
represented that their enterprise was 
a $100,000,000 development and sold 
approximately $9,000,000 worth of 
plots, but were able to show only 
$56,000 of assets when the Mizner 
corporation was petitioned into vol- 
untary bankruptcy in May, 1927. 


Names of Defendants. 


The investors have brought suit 
through Hines, Rearick, Dorr, 
Travis & Marshall, attorneys, 61 
| Broadway. At the offices of that 
| firm it was said that General du 
Pont, Mr. I.ivermore and two other 
defendanis, Louis H. Bean and 
Hollyday Meeds, had been served. 
The other defendants are Anderson 
|T. Herd, Andrew H. Thompson, 
George S. Graham, Addison Mizner, 
| Wilson Mizner, Ward A. Wickwire,

| Ross and His Men Detained. 


Launching an investigation into the 
| death of the captain, the Coast Guard 
detained Mr. Ross and the two men. 
They were kept aboard the Nomad 
and the yacht was taken in tow by 
a Coast Guard patrol boat and 
reached Philadelphia early this morn- 
ing. 

| The owner and his crew will be ar- 
raigned this morning at 11 o’clock 
before United States Commissioner 
Patterson in Philadelphia on the 
charge of illegally possessing liquors. 
The liquor found on board was con- 
fiscated by customs agents who went 
from Philadelphia to Cape May, 
where the Nomad and its captor put 
in briefly during the morning. 

The Nomad left here for its trip 
through southern seas early in 
March. The trip was undertaken as 
something to mark the anniversary 
of Mr. Ross’s marriage to Miss 
Muriel Clairmonte, his second wife. 
They were married in Washington on 
Feb. 29, 1928, according to the Social 
Register. 


Mrs. Ross Left Craft Last Week. 


The Nomad proceeded from port to 
port and finally began the voyage 
back here. She put in at Havana 
and then went over to Key West. 
After a brief halt there the Nomad 
began the trip up the coast. A week 
ago last Monday she put in at 
Charleston, S. C., and there Mrs. 
Ross left the vessel. She returned 
by train to her home at 436 East 
Fifty-seventh Street, in the Sutton 
Place section. 

The Nomad left the same day for 
the rest of the journey up the coast. 
She should have made the trip in 
six days, and when she became over- 
due vague fears for her safety were 
felt. Adding to the concern was the 
fact that strong northwest winds had 
prevailed, piling a head sea up 
against the bow of the Nomad. 
Anxiety, however, did not develop, 
since Captain Schofield, whose home 
was in Cape May, had the reputation 
of being one of the best skippers of 
pleasure craft along the coast. 

At about noon on Wednesday, the 
Nomad was finally sighted. Ensign 
W. A. Anderson, piloting a Coast 
Guard seaplane on rum _ patrol, 
noticed the erratic behavior of the 
auxiliary schooner. The Nomad was 
then pitching heavily in the swell

in a statement today expressed the 
hope that a “definite reversal of 
recent trends’’ would be accom. 
plished by a continuation of its pres 
}ent policy. The board warned, how- 
| ever, that unless this readjustment 
; was brought about by voluntary co- 
| Operation, the Reserve System ‘‘may 
adopt other methods of influencing 
the situation.’’ 

The board said frankly that con- 
cern over the effect of high money 
rates on foreign nations suffering 
from industrial depression, as well as 
the fear that such rates would prove 
harmful to domestic commerce and 
industry were leading factors in its 
present credit policy. 

The statement was an advance on 
a review of credit conditions, which 
| is to appear in the April bulletin of 
| the Federal Reserve Board, but its 
publication while the board and the 
governors of the twelve Federal Re- 
serve banks were in a final joint 
Session, after four days of confer- 
ences, gave it added significance. It 
generally was accepted here as an 
official announcement reflecting the 
viewpoint reached at the meetings. 

Disappointed on Loan Report. 

While the joint conference was in 
progress the report on brokers’ loans 
was made public, and the fact that 
the huge total had decreased only 
$87,000,000, from $5,649,000,000 on 
March 27 to $5,562,000,000 today, ad- 
mittedly came as a great disappoint- 
ment to the board members and the 
bank governors. Because of the vio- 
lent decline in the stock market a 
week ago Tuesday, and the hesitant 
nature of trade during most of the 
market days since then, following the 
first sharp recovery, estimates of the 
decrease had run as high as $250,- 
006,000. The $87,000,000 decline left 
the total only $231,000,000 under the 
peak reached on March 20. 

The board and the governors of 
|the Reserve banks were in virtually 
;continuous session during the day, 
jthe afternoon meeting continuing 
into the early evening. The con- 
ferees refused to make any state- 
ment supplementing the credit re- 
view. 

Secretary Mellon, while the morn- 
ing session was in progress, ex- 
pressed the opinion that no definite 
j} action would be taken by the board, 
and that a considerable part at least 
of the day’s conference would be de 
| voted to routine business. This was 
accepted as indication that there 
would be no increase in the redis-

The statement which the board 
later made public also was inter- 
preted as indicating that there would 
be no increase by the directors of 
the Chicago bank tomorow. 


Accord on Curbing Speculation.

Borah, Charging World Monop- 


oly Effort, Backs Hoover Policy |

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Senator 
Borah of Idaho, in a letter to Charles 
J. Carlson, president of the Idaho 
Falls Chamber of Commerce, made 
public today, endorsed the Hoover oil 
conservation policy as the first step 
in protecting the people of the world 
against an international trust which 
the Senator charged was contem- 
plated by the Royal Dutch Company, 
the Standard Oil Company of New 


Jersey and the Anglo-Persian Oil! 


Company. 

Through their representatives, Sir 
Henri Deterding, Walter C. Teagle 
and Sir John Cadman, these com- 
panies appear to be engaged in form- 
ing ‘‘an international monopoly and 
in shutting off the possibility of 
cheap oil reaching the consumers 
from Russia,’’ Mr. Borah asserted. 
Warning the rest of the world to 
stay away, he said, these companies 
have braved the “great horror of 
Bolshevism”’ to obtain ‘‘such conces- 
sions and contracts and advantages 
as will enable them to lay a solid 
foundation for a world monopoly in 
oil.”’ 

While Senator Borah was taking 
the position that oil 
would be of incalculable value in case 
of international complications, Sec- 
retary Wilbur expressed the opinion 
that the conference yesterday be- 
tween members of a special commit- 
tee of the American Petroleum Insti- 
tute and the Federal Oil Conservation 
Board had brought out clearly just 
what the country faced in the need 
of oil conservation. The oil supply 
situation, Mr. Wilbur said, will be- 
come critica) within eight or ten 
years. 

The recommendation of R. 
Holmes, president of the Texas Cor- 
poration and chairman of the com- 
mittee of the Petroleum Institute 
that the oil industry go ahead with 
its plans for limiting production in 
1929 to the 1928 level, and test in the 


courts the ruling of Attorney General 
Mitchell that the Government has 
no authority to sanction 
agreement, was anticipated by Mr. 
Wilbur. 


Stand as to Legality. 


Such a move was forecast yester- 
day, Mr. Wilbur said, when C. B. 
Ames, general counsel of the Texas 
Corporation, told the conference that 
legislation was not necessary for put- 
ting the plan into effect, since the 
Supreme Court had ruled that min- 
ing is interstate commerce and that 
oil production is mining. 

An early meeting of the Oil Con- 
servation Board to consider questions 
raised in the conference with the 
Petroleum Institute delegation was 
also promised by Mr. Wilbur.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Defend- 


|ing its attitude on seeking to pro- 
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the Reserve bank governors in the 
future would seek *ven closer co 
operation by the member banks in 
diverting the nation’s credit facilities 
from speculation on the exchanges, 
and making money available at 
cheaper rates to commerce and in- 


dustry. It is believed that ways and 
means of effecting closer cooperation 
by member banks in the various dis- 
tricts along this line was an impor~ 
tant point of discussion at the con« 
ferences. 

In its statement the board drew a 
picture of money rates that had been 
kept at a high level for business by 
the tremendous drain on the world’s 
credit supply by the Stock Exchange 
speculation, a trend which in recent 
months the board had made definite 
efforts to reverse. It said further 
that the Reserve System’s desire to 
see money rates at lower levels had 
been due in part to unwillingness to

draw gold from abroad and embar-| 
rass foreign nations suffering fro} 


industrial depression. 

In the domestic situation the high 
money rates, the board said, had not 
yet had the effect of slowing down 
business sete except in the build- 
ing industry, which appeared to have 
been unfavorably affected by the dif- 
ficulty of floating bonds. 

It was said tonight by the board 
that no additional statement dealing 
With the credit situation or consid- 
eration of it by the conferences here 
this week would be made at this 
time. 

Statement of Policy. 


The statement of the Federal Re- 
serve Board on Federal Reserve 
policy, gold and money rates read 
as follows: 


In recent weeks there has been 
a considerable growth in the 
volume of bank credit outstanding, 
chiefly in response to seasonal de- 
mands from trade and industry. 
Security loans by banks have 
shown a small increase and bank 
investments have declined slightly. 
In New York City the growth in 
bank credit has been practically 
confined to so-called ‘‘all other’’ 


loans; that is, loans not secured by | 


stocks and bonds. This class of 
loans by New York City banks in- 
creased by nearly $200,000,000 be- 
tween early February and the end 


of March. These loans include cer- | 


tain interbank loans and loans on 
real estate, as well as commercial 
paper, bills of exchange, and regu- 
lar . line-of-credit advances to 
customers. 

Notwithstanding the inclusion of 
various kinds of borrowing in this 
item, it would appear that the in- 
crease in loans in recent weeks has 
been chiefly in response to the sea- 
sonal demands of active trade and 
industry. 

In Chicago, bank loans on securi- 
ties increased in February and up 
to the last week in March. This 
growth was accompanied by a loss 
of funds through intersectional 
clearings and by increased borrow- 
ing from the Reserve Bank, indi- 
cating a withdrawcl from the dis- 
trict of funds to be used else- 
where. WNoiwithstanding a sharp 
reduction in that week, accom- 
panied by a decline in borrowings, 
the total of security loans in the 
Chicago district at the end of the 
month was considerably larger 
than at the beginning of February. 

Security loans increased also in 
several other districts, including 
Boston, Philadelphia, Cleveland 
and San Francisco, while in St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Dallas they 
declined, 
reporting banks declined in all the 
districts excenit Boston, Richmond 
and Dallas, while commercial loans 
increased in all districts except 
Boston. 

A survey cf credit developments 
during the seven-week period, 
therefore, indicates general 
growth of commercial loans and a 
general decline in investments 
throughout a large part of the 
country. Security loans, which in- 
clude brokers’ loans in New York 
city and elsewhere, showed a small 
aggregate increase, but declined in 
several Federal Reserve districts. 


Decline of Bank Loans to Brokers. 


Demand for funds to finance the 
trading in securities in the New 
York market has continued large, 
but the only increase in brokers’ 
joans has been in loans by lenders 
other than banks. This class of 
loans showed an increase of about 


$275,000,000 for the period of seven 
weeks ending March 27, while 
street loans by banks, including 
both New York banks and other 
banks, declined by nearly $300,- 
000,000. The liquidation of brokers’ 
loans by banks since the board’s 
statement of Feb. 7 indicates an 
effort by banks to comply with the 
desire of the board to restrain the 
diversion of bank credit into specu- 
lative channels. 

This liquidation has been accom- 
panied by a further rise in money 
rates, which has attracted funds 
from corporations and individuals 
in this country and abroad. 


Reduction of Reserve Bank Credit. 


The volume of Reserve Bank 
credit outstanding showed a de- 


cline of about $60,000,000 during the 
seven-week period ending March 
27, due in part to gold imports. 
The decline in Reserve Bank credit 
has been in holdings of accep- 
tances, as government security 
holdings have shown little change, 
and discounts for member banks 
increased by $175,000,000. Accep- 
tance holdings of the Reserve 
Banks, which in the last part of 
1928 and the early months of this 
year were at the highest level in 
nine years, declined sharply and 
since the end of February have 
been smaller than a year ago. 

The reduction in acceptances held 
has been due in small part only to 
a decline in the total volume of 
bills outstanding, as this decline 
has been relatively slight, but 
chicfly to the fact that the higher 
prevailing rates on bills have made 
them more attractive to investors. 
The buying rate at the Reserve 
banks, which is now above the dis- 
count rate, has been an influence 
inducing member banks to obtain 
Reserve Bank accommodation by 
discounting eligible paper rather 
than by selling acceptances. In- 
creesing indebtedness of the mem- 
ber banks has been a factor in fur- 
ther stiffening money rates, and 
there has been during the pericd 
an advance in rates on all classes 
of loans both on time and demand. 


Reserve, Credit, Currency and Gold. 


At the end of March the volume 
of Reserve Bank credit stood at 


about $1,400,080,000, about $300,- 
000,000 above the average level of 
the five-year period 1922-1927. The 
increase in Reserve Bank credits 
since 1927 has been due to gold ex- 
ports, which began in the Autumn 
of that year. During the period 
1922-1927 gold had come to the 
United States in large volume and 
had been added in lerge part to the 
reserve balances of member banks, 
where it formed the basis of a 
rapid expansion of bank credit. 
This expansion was more rapid 
than would otherwise have been 
possible, owing to the fact that on 
the liability side the mraember banks 
increased chiefly their time de- 
posits, which require only a 3 per 
eent reserve with the Reserve 
banks, while their demand deposits 
showed a smaller relative growth. 
Thus, owing to a gradually declin- 
ing ratio of member bank reserves 
to their deposits, and, therefore, to 
their loans and investments, the 
gold which came to this country 
during the five-year period 1922- 
i927 gave rise to an expansion at

The rapid growth of 
credit, predicated upon gold im- 
ports, was a factor in keeping. 
money rates relatively low through- 
out the period, and the relative ease 
in the money market in turn was 
a factor in the continued active 
state of trade and industry. 


Reversal of Gold Movements in 1927. 


In 1927, after the world had large- 
ly returned to the gold basis, easy 
money conditions in this country 
were a factor in reversing the di- 
rection of gold movements. 

The Federal Reserve System 
encouraged the outward movement 
of gold, as it had always consid- 
ered a better distribution of exist- 
ing gold reserves to be in the 
interests of better monetary and 


trade conditions throughout the 
world. 

Foreign demand for gold was met 
by member banks out of their re- 
serves, and after November, 1927, 
this loss of reserves was not offset 
by the Reserve banks through the 
purchase of securities. To bring 
their reserves up to the legal re- 
quirements the banks were, there- 
fore, obliged either to borrow from 
the Reserve banks or to contract 
their own outstanding volume of 
credit. 

Rather than cause a contraction 
of bank credit in sufficient volume 
to reduce Reserve requirements by 
the full amount of gold exports, 
member banks borrowed _ the 
amount necessary to replenish 
their reserves from the Reserve 
banks. The increase in borrowing, 
which amounted to about $600,- 
000,000 in the course of six months 
in 1928, was larger than would 
have been necessitated by the 
exports of gold alone, owing to the 
fact that the Federal Reserve 
banks during the period sold 
United States securities, thus with- 
drawing funds from the market. 


Reserve Bank Credit and Money 
Rates, 


Not only did the Federal Reserve 
System during that period do noth- 
ing to offset the tightening effect 
of gold exports on the domestic 
credit situation, but, on the con- 
trary, it increased their effect by 
the sale of securities. 

This policy of the Federal Re- 
serve banks, at a time when the 
demand for credit was increasing, 
was reflected in a rapid advance in 
money rates. The system’s policy 
was not dictated by the desire to 
prevent gold exports, as its gold in 
excess of the amount required 
against Federal Reserve notes and 
deposits was between $1,400,000,000 
and $1,500,000,000 early in 1928, 
and the system has been consis- 
tently in favor of a redistribution 
of a part of its stock of gold. The 
firm money policy of the system 
was due to the fact that bank 
credit was rapidly expanding in 
this country, and particularly in 
the form of security loans, while 
the current requirements of trade 
and industry made relatively little 
demand for additional bank credit. 

The Reserve System’s policy in

| situation, high rates have caused

The unfavorable condition of the 
bond market, due to high money 
rates caused by the rapid growth 
in the demand for credit by the 
security market, has also greatly 
reduced foreign borrowing in this 
country, and consequently has 
made it more difficult for foreign 
countries to obtain the exchange 
necessary to pay for American 
products. 


Recent Credit Policy. 


The Federal Reserve System has 
been aware of the consequences, 
present and prospective, of high 


| money rates to the country’s busi- 


hess and has pursued a policy 
formulated with a view to correct- 


| ing the situation that was causing 


these high rates. 

The Federal Reserve Board’s 
statement of Feb. 7, which was 
published in the Federal Reserve 
Bulletin for February, pointed out 
that, owing to the unusual ab- 
sorption of credit in the security 
market, money rates to business 
were increasing at a time of the 
year when money conditions are 
usually easy. 

In this statement the board en- 
deavored to enlist the cooperation 
of the Federal Reserve banks and 
member banks in order to bring 
out an orderly readiustment in the 
credit situation. Progress in this 
readjustment in recent weeks is 
indicated by the decline in brokers’ 
loans of member banks. 
Continued developments in this 
direction, indicating a definite re- 
versa] of recent trends, would re- 
lease an increasing amount of 
credit for the use of trade and 
would lead to an easing in the 
money situation. In case the de- 
sired readjustment is not brought 
about by voluntary cooperation, 
however, the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem may adopt other methods of 
influencing the situation. 

The system’s desire to see money 
rates at a lower general level has 
been due in part to its realization 
of the bad effects of continued 
high money rates on domestic 
business, and in part to its unwill- 
ingness to draw go!d from abroad, 
with conseauent advances in monev 
rates fin other countries, some of 
which are suffering from industria} 
depression. 

While the system recognizes that 
one of its most important functions 
is to protect this country’s gold 
reserves, in existing circumstances 
these reserves need protection 
primarily against wasteful absorp- 
tion into the base of an unduly 
expanded domestic credit structure 
rother than against demands from 
abroad.

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Einstein Recasts Field Theory on Another Basis; 
Says It Guarantees Equations’ Compatability 


Wireless io Tae New Yorke Tues, 
BERLIN, April 4.—Professor Albert 
Einstein has submitted to the Prus- 
sian Academy of Sciences a treatise 
supplementing his New Field Theory, 
recently published. He calls this 
latest work “The Unitary Field 


Theory and the Hamilton Principle,” 
and in the introduction to it, he says: 

“It shows that the field equations 
of the unitary field theory based 
upon the Riemann metric and far- 


familton principle. This method has 


this advantage over those used by 
me before, namely, that it gives 
equations whose compatibility is a 
priori guaranteed.”’

Schrad is the creator of the colos- 
sal statue of Lenin, which dominates 
the great hydroelectric plant in the 
Caucausian Mountains. A lithograph 
of his peasant statue ‘“‘The Sower’’ 
is reproduced on the 30 roubles bank- 
notes. Schrad’s first idea was to 
enter for the Pan American Union 
| competition for designs for a light- 
house to commemorate the discov- 
erer of the New World, but he finally 
| decided to incorporate his idea in a 
more extensive plan, which he has 
communicated to the committee. 

An essential feature of the scheme 

is a gigantic steel semicircle with a 
central tower 975 feet high. This, 
Schrad says, symbolizes, first, the 
steering wheel of the ship, and sec- 
ond, the bridge between the Old and 
| New Worlds. Besides the central 
|light tower there are four others, 
| also with a double symbolism, sug- 
{gesting the spokes of the steering 
wheel and the ‘‘five fingers of hu- 

manity stretching out to grasp the 

universe.’’ 

| Beneath the steel bridge there is 
,a lofty dome, 200 feet high, of col- 
;ored marble in the style of Les In- 
| valides at Paris, in the centre of 
| which would be placed the tomb of 
Columbus. The dome will be sur- 
rounded by a ‘‘garden of the world’s 
sorrow,’’ which will typify, by a 
series of symbolic figures, man’s 
struggle to overcome nature. 

Schrad’s idea is that a conven- 
tional lighthouse from “‘like a fac- 
tory chimney’”’ is too old-fashioned 
for modern America. He believes 
| that the wheel and bridge symbols 
are more expressive and that the five 
radiating light towers will corre- 
spond to the needs of the airway 
system which America is now build- 
ing up.

This week-end and the beginning 
of next week promise to be busy with 
pirvate conferences. Whether there 
is to be a decision is thought ex- 
tremely doubtful. What is likely is 
that if and when a deadlock is 
reached between the German dele- 
gates and their creditors Dr. Schacht 
will submit the latter’s demands to 
Berlin for decision. As an ‘‘inde- 
pndent”’ expert it is not considered 
likely that he will himself take the 
responsibility in the decision. 

In all these past weeks while the 
scheme by which payments are to be 
made has been so carefully elab- 
orated there has been nothing but the 
utmost cordiality among the experts. 
Undoubtedly among themselves that 
cordiality will be in large measure 
retained even though the argument 
may become hot. But it is obvious 
that there are going to be polemics 
outside the experts’ circle and hard 
words before the outcome is finally 
reached.

“Certainty of Being Dealt With’ Is | 
’ Official Explanation.

LONDON, April 4.—England’s mur- 
der rate is steadily decreasing, ac- 
cording to an official report issued 
today, ‘‘because of the certainty of 
being found out and dealt with.’”’ 
The report discloses that the num-} 
ber of unsolved murder mysteries is 
tending to diminish almost to the 
vanishing point. In 1927 the number 
of persons murdered was 140, of 
whom forty-one were infants whos:

was rather better than that for 1926.

When Princess Victoria of Schaum- 
burg-Lippe became the wife of the 
Russian exile, Alexander Subkov, at 
Bonn on Nov. 19, 1927, she re- 
nounced her rights to the title of 
Princess and to German citizenship. 
Not a member of the House of Ho- 
henzollern, to which she belonged, 
or of any other erstwhile royal fam- 
ily attended the civil ceremony. 

The bride was more than 60 years 
old and the bridegroom nearly forty 
years younger. The religious wed- 
ding which followed the civil cere- 
mony, at which Victoria wore the 
famous lace bridal veil of the 
Kaiserin Friedrich, was barely over 
when storm clouds began gathering 
on all sides. 

After Subkov had assaulted a page 
boy in a West End bar in Berlin, 
he was arrested and deported from 
Germany. He went to Belgium and 
was invited to take up residence 
outside that country’s frontiers. 
That invitation resulted from a row 
between Subkov and Victoria in a 
Brussels hotel over a cabaret dan- 
seuse. Subkov returned to Germany 
and was expelled a second time. He 
then went to Luxembourg and was 
expelled. Later he was reported in 
various places from Quebec to the 
Belgian Congo.

SECRET SESSIONS ARE HELD 


Experts From Fifteen Countries Dis- 
cuss at Geneva Plans to Meet 
Effects of Overproduction.

GENEVA, April 4.—The German 
historian, Heinrich von Treitschke, 
who once defended secret diplomacy 
with the remark that diplomats 
could not hold a candle to business 
men in this regard, found support 
here today when delegates to the 
League of Nations’ Economic Com- 
mittee began its consultation with 
eighteen experts, representing fif- 
teen countries, on the world sugar 
crisis. 

The experts began by swearing 
themselves to secrecy, and the main 
thing that has come out of the two 
sessions today has been the opening 
address of Dr. E. Trendelenburg, 
German chairman. Dr. Trendelen- 
burg stated that everything that 
took place at the meetings would be 
held as strictly confidential. This 
is a new departure for such League 
sessions, publicity, usually in a fair- 
ly generous measure, being the rule. 

The chairman explained that the 
action was due to a desire to encour- 
age frankness in order to get to the 
bottom of the sugar situation. 

The experts are examining the 
problem from the viewpoint of re- 
establishing the equilibrium between 


roduction and consumption, the 
ormer having outstripped the latter. 
The Economic Committee doubts 
whether it is consistent with the 
League’s role to attempt to check 
the natural development of produc- 
tion, and the questions it is asking 
the experts are whether the artifi- 
cial measures some States employ to 
stimulate production may not be 
vehecked and how consumption may 
be encouraged.

In the meanwhile a cloud of 
Fascism appeared on the political 
horizon in the form of declarations 
by the leaders of Austria’s private 
anti-Socialist army—the Heimwehr— 
that its wishes must be heeded in the 
solution of the present crisis, This 
is the first time the Heimwehr—re- 
cruited from the peasantry, but fi- 
manced by the big industrialists— 
openly intervened in politics. Its 
organ, the newspaper Doetz, de- 
clared that the situation called for 
@ strong man. 

The Neuesweiner Journal, express- 
ing a more responsible tp oN wing 
opinion, told the Socialists that they 
must either compromise or see the 
parliamentary government abolished 
or suspended. uter, the leader of 
the Styrian section of the Heim- 
wehr, assured a meeting of his fol- 
lowers at Graz that any attempt at 
@ compromise in the shape of a 
coalition between Socialists and 

hristian Socialists would be pre- 
vented by force. And fin , from 
the Heimwehr headquarters Mm Vien- 
na tonight was issued this official 
statement: 

“Our members may be sure that 
the Cabinet crisis, which is really a 
crisis of the parliamentary system, 
will not be solved in any way inimi- 
cal to the interests of our loyal 
adherents.’’ 

All these declarations hint at a 
dictatorship. As yet, however, re- 
sponsible opinion in Vienna expects 
the situation will be met by mild 
measures. 

It is now considered that the at- 
tacks on his dual réle as priest and 
politician were only one of the rea- 
sons for Mgr. Seipel’s resignation. 
The cause is thought to be pri- 
marily his despair at finding a way 
out of the parliamentary impasse 
produced by the Socialist opposition 
= reform of the Austrian rent 
act. 
This measure—passed at the out- 
break of the war and continued by 
the Socialists—according to the land- 
lords, makes it impossible to charge 
an economic rent. It cannot be 
changed without Socialist consent, 
since—the Austrian Parliament hav- 
ing no closure rule—they could block 
it indefinitely, as they have proven 
in the past.

DENY USING GERMS IN WAR 


German Doctors State British Sur- 
geon’s Charge Is Unfounded. 


Wireless to THs New YorE Truzs. 

LONDON, April 4.—Two hygienic 
advisers to the German Army during 
the World War have indignantly de- 
nied the charge made by Lord Moyni- 
han (formerly Sir Berkeley Moyni- 
han), the eminent British surgeon, 
that plague germs were used by the 
Germans on the western front. 

They are Drs. Richard Pfeiffer and 
Carl Prausnitz, both Professors of 
Hygiene at the University of Bres- 
lau. In The Lancet they assert that 
not only were bacteria not employed 
but that their use was not even 
planned. 

“It is obvious to every bacteriolo- 
gist,’’ they write, ‘‘that pathogenic 
bacteria are totally unsuitable as in- 
struments of warfare, since their 
action is uncertain, their range of 
action limited and the danger to the 
troops employing them too great. 

‘We therefore regret that a man 
of such high professional standing 
should propound these unfounded 
and erroneous statements. This is 
the more to be deprecated because of 
the harm thus caused to the spirit 
of mutual understanding and scien- 
tific intercourse which is gradually 
beginning to replace the war and 
post-war psychosis. A decade after 
the war we Europeans have more 
serious anxieties than to repeat dis- 
proved accusations.’’ 

The editor of The Lancet welcomes 
the denial as authoritative.

TOKIO, April 4.—The prolonged 
delay in obtaining ratification of the 
Kellogg anti-war pact from the 
Privy Council, strengthens the fear 
that the Council may make diffi- 
culties regarding the phrase ‘‘in the 
name of their respective peoples,’’ 
which has already caused much 
acrimonious discussion. Premier 
Tanaka, who visited Prince Saionji 
today at his seaside villa, told re- 


porters later that he did not expect 
any difficulty over the treaty, but 
both the visit and the delay indicate 
that the course is not quite smooth. 
The Council consists of thirty- 


seven members, of which the Cabinet 
furnishes eleven. The fact that the 
overnment is not sure of obtaining 
the other eight votes needed for a 
majority shows how delicate the 
situation is. 

The substance of the treaty is fully 
approved, the entire difficulty aris- 
ing from the words mentioned. 

Baron Tanaka’s relations with the 


Council recently have not been 
happy. His action in the 
Tsinan-fu agreement wi ina 
without referring it to the Council 
was resented. It is reported, though 
confirmation is naturally impossible, 
that the Premier apologized to the

The governments is becoming in- 
creasingly unpopular.

For what end are all of 
these mechanical contrivances which 
bring Mexico City and Trenton as 
close today as were Matamoras and 
Brownsville in 1883, when the first 
international telephone talk took 
place across the Rio Grande? I ask 
the question, but I do not venture 
the answer. 

“Of one thing, however, we may 
be assured—the telephone is an in- 
strument of understanding. It brings 
men and cities and nations closer 
together. The mechanical instrument 
is well nigh perfect. If we fail to 


| understand each other, even though 


we be separated by rivers or oceans 
or continents, it will not be the fail- 
It will be the 
failure of man who made the ma- 
chine and we must have faith that 
with all of our shortcomings the | 
spirit of man is stronger than any | 
his machines. 

“T am grateful for the opportunity 
of joining in your celebration.

Senator Borah’s letter to Mr. Carl-| 
son read: 


April 3, 1929. | 

Charles J. Carlson, Presidenf, | 
Chamber of Commerce, Idaho 
Falis, Idaho. ; 

My dear Mr. Carlson: I am in 
receipt of your letter under date 
of March 27, enclosing a copy of 
the resolutions of protest passed 
by the Idaho Falls Chamber of 
Commerce relative to President 
Hoover’s executive order touching 
the further development of oil and 
gas.Jands. I am in sympathy with | 
the President’s effort to conserve | 
our oil. It seems to me the order | 
which he has made is the first 
step in that direction. 

It is true that it will retard the 
development of our oil fields in the | 
West. But we can make no bet- 
ter investment as a State than to 
keep these oil deposits for future 
development. They will increase 
jn value as rapidly as anything the 
State could possess. 

Some of our leading experts have 
declared that the oil supply in this 
country, based on present infor- | 
mation, will not last beyond eight 
or ten years. A country which 
should be dependent on other | 
countries for oil under present con- | 
ditions would be at an almost in- | 
calculable disadvantage, not only 
in the industrial world but in the 
matter of defense. ; 

I feel, therefore, that it is noth- 
ing less than ordinary prudence to 
take all reasonable steps to con- 
serve our oil and to prevent the 
exploitation and waste of the same. 

But in view of the policy which 
has obtained, citizens who have 
gone forward in good faith under 
the old policy to discover and de- 
velop oil ought to be dealt with 
liberally and in good faith. While 
it is within the province of the 
government to change its policy, 
that change ought not to be put 
into effect under such circum- 
stances and conditions as will 
cause those who had gone forward 
in good faith to lose their invest- 
ments. 


Will Aid Permit Holders. 


I shall be glad, therefore, to give 
guch assistance as I can to protect 
those who had made application 
for permits or who were holding 
permits in good faith, and see 
that they are fully protected if 
practicable to do so.

The cir- 
cumstances surrounding each ap- 
plication should be examined into 
and the individual applicant, in 
each instance, should be permitted 
to show cause why his application 
should be granted. If the applicant 
has acted in good faith in making 
or causing to be made geological 
examinations and/or improvements 
and/or expenditures tending toward 
the development of the property, 
the permit should issue. Pending 
applications for permits, otherwise 
allowable, should be granted where 
there has been a prolonged delay 
on the part of the government in 
acting thereon without fault of the 
applicant. 

Answer—The President's policy 
clearly contemplates the disallow- 
ance of unapproved permits. This 
relates to unapproved applications 
for oil and gas prospecting permits. 
The law vests in the Secretary dis- 
cretion to refuse permits. The rezg- 
ulations adopted by the then Sec- 
retary of the Interior just after 
passage of the law so provide. 

Presumptively no applicant has 
spent money for development; if he 
did, it was without departmental 
permission or -knowledge.

and his desire to share with France 
in the mourning for Marshal Foch. 

Briefly he recalled his first meet- 
ings with Herrick in 1912, when it 
had seemed in Paris difficult for 
any one adequately to take the place 
of Ambassador Bacon. 

“But very soon,’’ said the Premier, 
“Mr. and Mrs. Herrick had con- 
quered the affection of the whole 
diplomatie and social world of Paris. 
At his first visits to the Quai d’Orsay 
I felt there had come to us from 
America a friend who would do 
everything in his power to bridge the 
distance which separated our two 
countries.”’ 

Mr. Herrick’s grief at the outbreak 
of the war, his action in refusing to 
hoist the American flag over the 
German Embassy, though he con 
sented to take charge of German 
interests, and his decision to remain 
in Paris and take the capital under 
his protection in those early months 
of 1914 when it seemed’ inevitable 
that it would fall, were recalled. 

‘‘He had tears in his eves,’’ said 
the Premier, ‘‘when he told me that 
he had been ready to fly the Ameri- 
ean flag over all our museums and 
monuments and protect the city from 
pillage.”’ 

Of his work as Ambassador M. 
Poincaré said: 

‘‘He was always a faithful repre- 
sentative of American policy and fol- 
lowed scrupulously the instructions 
of his government. But whether the 
problems were big or small he sought 
with general perseverance solutions 
which would be compatible with legit- 
imate French interests. He made 
every effort to remove mutual preju- 
dices and bring our respective views 
nearer to one another, and when deal- 
ing with uninspiring subjects to help 
in their settlement by introducing in 
the debate something of the noble 
sentimentality which inspired the | 
beginnings of the friendship between | 
America and France.’’ 

In Colonel Lindbergh's flight and the 
acclaim which greeted him in Paris 
Mr. Herrick saw, the Premier said, a 
splendid revival of this friendship be- 
tween the two nations. He thought 
that the barriers of time and space 
were at last removed and that under 
the aegis of Lindbergh there was 
about to commence at last that era | 
of perfect, unalterable union toward 
which he, with all the strength of his 
soul, aspired.

Forces Former World’s Champion to 
Adjournment in First Session— 
Winter Bows to Koltanowski. 


RAMSGATE, England, April 4.— 
The fifth round of the international 
team tournament of the Kent 
County Chess Association, contested 


here today, was the most disastrous 
yet for the British representatives 
engaged therein. Of the six games 
finished out of the seven scheduled, 
no less than five were won by the 
foreigners in the competition and 
only one was drawn. 

Fore once José R. Capablanca of 
Havana failed to finish his game in 
the first session and this was the 
only one to be adjourned. His op- 
ponent was T. H. Taylor, who has 
lost twice thus far and drawn twice. 
Today. however, he was in capital 
form and frustrated all of the for- 
mer world champion’s efforts to out- 
manoeuvre him. When play ceased 
he had good drawing chances. 

Capablanca still has the best score 
of any of the foreigners, although 
four of them, with one more game 
finished, have tied him in _ total 
victories. 

At the first board today, J. Kol- 
tanowski of Belgium defeated W. 
Winter of London in a brilliant 
game. The winner has not yet suf- 
fered defeat in five rounds. Geza 
Maroczy of Hungary conquered F. 
D. Yates, British champion, by wear- 
ing his opponent down in a close 
ending. Miss Vera Menchik, world’s 
woman champion, was paired with 
R. P. Michell of London at board 
No. 3. Miss Menchik obtained the 
upper hand in the middle game and 
won in decisive fashion. So far the 
woman expert has won twice and 
drawn three games. 

V. Soultanbeieff of Belgium 
notched his third victory at the ex- 
pense of E. G. Sergeant of London, 
while E. Snosko-Borovski of France 
scored over Sir George Thomas. To- 
day’s drawn game was between A. 
Rubinstein of Poland and H. E. 
Price of London. Price is rounding 
into form, for he also took a point 
from Soultanbeieff in his adjourned 
game from the fourth round. Several 
other results in adjourned games 
were recorded.

The belated admission of rebel 
authorities at Juarez that General 
ESCOBAR has evacuated Jimenez and 
fallen back on Camargo, forty miles 
north, leaves no room for doubt that 
his forces were roughly handled in 
the “two days’ fight.”

ARMY DAY. 


An Occasion on Which to Remember 
Veterans In Need. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The institution of Army Day brings | 
to our minds the leap of our hearts | 
twelve years ago when at last Amer-| 
ica declared herself on the side of | 
the Allies. Elation, excitement, sad- 
ness, the spirit of self-sacrifice and 
dedication were in the souls of every 
man and woman worthy of being 
called American. 

We went to war as to a righteous, 
almost a holy thing; April 6, 1917, | 
was a glorious moment in our na-| 
tion’s history. 

And what would we not do for our 
“boys’’? 

Thank God the war was won by 
those who most detested war, and 
who did not cause it. Thank God 
that efforts are now being made, as | 
a result of the horror and the de- 
struction and the loss of human lives, 
to prevent other wars from occur- 
ring among civilized nations. 

The war was not fought in vain, if, 
through the pain, and the death, and 
the continuing life-in-death of the 
men who fought on both sides of the 
struggle, a new sense of the glory of 
an understanding peace may be for- 
ever maintained. This was what 
every man who was sacrificed fought 
for—it is for us to hold high this 
ideal. 

But what of the thousands of men 
who are now in hospitals or walking 
our streets, blind, nerve-broken, | 
maimed, disfigured or finding it in- | 
creasingly difficult, if not impossible, | 
to secure jobs if they are not up to a} 
standard eight-hour day?

Other Inheritance Bills. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Fearon-Jenks bill, signed by Governor 
Roosevelt, which gives certain rights to 
widows and widowers, dealt with in your 
editorial today, is not the first legislation 
of its kind. In 1921 Assemblyman Edward 
R. Rayher introduced into the New York 
State Legislature two bills. One became 
Chapter 126, Laws 1921, and the other was 
vetoed by Governor Miller after passing both 
Houses. The bill which became a law 
gave to mothers equal rights of inheritance 
with fathers and eradicated the law under 


which fathers took all to the exclusion of 
mothers. The bill vetoed provided that the 
widow should succeed to one-third of the 
personal estate of the deceased husband 
notwithstanding otherwise unfavorable pro- 
visions of the will and thus applied to per- 
dower.

| Kitchen. He had little or no school- 


| ing, but between the ages of 10 and 


116 picked up some skill at piano- 
| playing. 

| His sixteenth year found him bang-

Streets, a job which is said to have 
paid him twenty-five cents a night, 
plus a sandwich and beer. He rose 
to $1.50 a night by playing at Brady’s 
Dancing Academy, roadway and 
Fifty-fourth Street, and shortly after- 
ward was found playing in another 
dance hall at Broadway and Houston 
Street. 

He was 18 before he migrated to 
Coney Island, but once he went 
there, he is said to have left the spot 
only four times in more than forty 
years, journeying twice to Manhat- 
tan and twice to Brooklyn. His land- 
ing on the island was accidental. The 
story goes that when 18 years old he 
gota cag? ons ‘ing at a wedding dance 
at Bath Beach. A bed was to have 
been given him in the house where 
he played when the dance was ended, 
but it failed to materialize, so he 
walked to Coney Island. Weary, he 
lay down on the beach to sleep, and 
awoke in front of the open door of 
his career. 

A few feet away from his resting 
place, a man named Dan Welsh was 
| standing in the door of a shanty-like 
dance hall and restaurant.

Once in his early 
career, when he had scarcely a dol- 
lar, John Y. McKane, then political 
boss in Coney, staked him to a 
building costing $40,000. At one time 
his first home, a gypsy wagon on 
| wheels, was swept into the sea by 
storm while Stauch was sleeping in 
it. He swam ashore in a single brief 
garment, all his other personal pos- 
sessions being lost. 

In 1912—which might be called the 
hey-day of his career—he told a re- 
porter he had not taken a single day 
away from work in twenty-six years. 
At that time he was running the 
largest dance floor in the nited 
States, where 1,000 couples could 
dance, in the present Stauch Pavil- 
ion, the restaurant of which seated 
5,000. People flocked to it singly, in 
couples and by great organizations 
en masse. It was known all over the 
| world. 
| The successful proprietor was 
asked to give his recipe for success. 
| This is what he said: 

“Almost anybody can succeed in 
doing something well, if he will give 
| himself the time to do it. There is 
|no spot on earth where you can 
shine to such advantage as where 
| your job happens to be.’’

BERLIN, April 4.—The Berlin 
press is mourning the weath of the 
“last pioneer of the automobile,’’ 
Carl Benz, noted engineer. He died 
last night at Ladenburg, near Mann- 
heim, in his eighty-fifth year. 

More than fifty years ago Benz in- 
vented the first two-stroke motor, 
and seven years later, in 1886, drove 


the ‘‘world’s first motorcar’ through 
the streets of Munich—a_ three- 
wheeled vehicle which now is in- 
stalled in the German museum at 
Munich. Three years later he ar- 
ranged in Munich the first automo- 
bile exhibition in the world, at which 
a number of cars were sold for use 
in England and America. 

Benz was a self-made man. His 
father, an engine driver, died when 
Carl was still a boy, and the youth 
was forced to make his own way and 
en asa ~ workman in a ma- 
chinery factory at Karlsruhe. 

After a few years, he opened a 
small fitting shop at Mannheim, 
where the first automobile was built. 
Simultaneously another German, 
Gottlieb Daimler, invented a similar 
explosive motor, and thus both cre- 
ated the base from which the world’s 
automobile industry has been devel- 
oped. Numerous honors were be- 
stowed upon the pioneer, including 
honorary citizenship and a doctor’s 
degree. During the last year Mr.

NOW WORLD'S CROSSROADS 


Broadway Association Issues Birth- 
day Congratulations Reviewing 
Quarter Century of Progress. 


Today is the twenty-fifth birthday 
of Times Square. On April 5, 1904, 
the Board of Aldermen unanimously 
adopted a resolution—later signed by 
Mayor McClellan—changing what was 
then known as Longacre Square to 
the’ name it now holds. 

August Belmont, the president cf 
the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company, urged changing the name; 
in doing so he wrote a letter to the 
Transit Commissioners saying that 
‘no station on the Interborough 
route is liable to be more active.” 
He was right: last year 180,000,000 
passengers passed through the 
square’s station; and the subway 
was only one phase of the growth. 

The Broadway Association, through 
its president, John A. Harriss, issued 
its birthday congratulations yester- 
day. 

‘‘What will the harvest be twenty- 
five years from today? Some one 
might have asked this question on 
| April 5, 1904, when Longacre Square 
was officially rechirstened Times 
| Square in honor of a great news- 
| paper bearing its name. During this | 


| brief period of a quarter century 
Times Square has grown from a 
| section devoted mostly to the man- 
| ufacture of carriages and harnesses | 
|to what is affectionately termed to- 
day the Great White Way and the 
Crossroads of the World. One 
million people are reported to pass 
its portals every twenty-four hours. 

‘‘Times Square enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of receiving its first theatre 
just thirty-six years ago, when the 
price for a good seat was $1 and the 
choice seats were all of $1.50. Fur- 
ther south on Broadway the prevail- 
ing prices were 25 cents, 35 cents 
and 50 cents for the top in 1893. 

“Times Square today enjoys 101 
popular amusement resorts, catering 
to the drama and the motion picture, 
that attract 200,000 people nightly 
and a fleet of 10,000 taxicabs to de- 
liver the theatre patrons to their re- 
spective homes. 

‘It was Times Square that in- 
spired George M. Cohan to write 
that tuneful melody, ‘Give My Re- 
gards to Broadway,’ and which is 
still sung throughout the land. Can 
you fancy the Times Square of 1904, 
when Shanley’s. Rector’s, Church- 
ill’s, Cadillac and the Astor served 
the piéce de rés'stance, with the 
Times Square of today and its glo- 
rious glitter of electric !irhts which 
beckon you to tarry a little longer? 
Where on this earth is there another 
such place as Times Square? 

“Times Square even holds an inti- 
mate relationship with the period of 
1776. It was when the American 
army was in full retreat before the 
British that General Putnam was re- 
inforced by General Washington at 
Times Square, which saved the day 
for a glorious victory. 


A Period of Brilliant Progress. 


“This twenty-fifth anniversary 
marks a quarter of a century of the 
most brilliant progress the world has 
seen. During this period Times 
Square has witnessed the evolution 
of the typesetting art, the intro- 
duction of the rotogravure press, 
| wireless connections around the 
world, dauntless airplane flights by 
man across the Atlantic Ocean, dear 


old dobbin and his buggy replaced 
by the swift moving motor car, mud 
roads across the continent trans- 
formed into paved boulevards, kero- 
sene lamps shelved for the modern 
electric light, air compressors to re- 
place the mall and chisel in our 
quarries, the scrubbing boards dis- 
carded for the power washing ma- 
chine, the straw broom and feather 
dusters graduated into vacuum 
cleaners, the American harvester 
came to save the world from famine, 
time and space abridged by long dis- 
tance telephone and the air mail 
with television just around the cor- 
ner, the voice made a permanent 
record on the phonograph, the mo- 
tion picture brought to life by the 
spoken word and the mighty radio 
to carry its message of good-will and 
peace on earth over two hemispheres 
at one and the same time. 

“The Broadway Association con- 
gratulates Times Square on its 
twenty-fifth anniversary and vouch- 
safes for the newspaper that bears 
its name another quarter century of 
peaceful progress in serving the pub- 
lic with ‘all the news that’s fit to 
print.’ ”’ 


Now the City’s Centre. 

The square, in 1904, was the city’s 
farthest north point for shopping, 
the theatres and the hotels; in the 
quarter century that has elapsed it 
jhas become the centre. For now, 


more hotels and restaurants occupy 
sites in the Times Square district 
than existed in the entire city of 
twenty years before. 

The values have risen proportion- 
ately as business moved north. 
When John Jacob Astor bought the 
seventy-acre Eden Farm, extending 
from Forty-second to Forty-sixth 
Street and west to the Hudson 
River, in 1803, he paid $25,000 for it. 
When the Paramount Corporation 
bought a small part of that site for 
its building, it paid $6,000,000. And 
there is a soda fountain on Broad- 
way near Forty-second Street which 
pays a rental of $22,500 for an eleven 
foot frontage. 

In keeping with the trend of busi- 
ness toward the Square, its buildings 
are growing higher. In 1904, when 
THE New YorK Times erected the 
Times Building, that was the tallest 
in the city. Now, besides the tall 
ones downtown, there is the Para- 
mount Building in Times Square and 
plans for two more—one a thirty-four 
story hotel, the other a fifty-two 
story theatre and office building— 
for the district.

The Equitable’s decom was fore- 
shadowed on March 27 when Transit 


Commissioner Godley, after consid- 
eration of a financing plan sub-| 
mitted by the company, denied its! 
application for certificates and de-| 
clared that the Equitable was suffer- | 
ing from ‘‘complete financial paral-' 
ysis.’’ 

Mayor Walker had no comment to! 
make upon the cancellation of the | 
franchise. He asserted, however, 
that his administration would not' 
drop its efforts to provide a-system 
of bus transportation for Manhattan, | 
Brooklyn and Queens, and declared 
that the Equitable routes tentatively 
approved by the Transit Commission | 
could be made the basis for a new, 
franchise to an operator or operators 
properly qualified. It is believed in 
transit circles that the Brooklyn and 
Queens routes will figure in a fran-| 
chise to the B. M. T,, and those in 
Manhattan in a grant to the New!

The kitchen, where some of the 
charges emanated, was visited by Dr. | 
Smith. A number of wards also re- 
ceived the inspector’s attention, and 
while considerable overcrowding was 
noticeable, due to the surplus of 2,000 | 
patients, nothing unusual was re-| 
ported. No evidence was taken. To- 
morrow Dr. Smith will interview | 
patients and get their side of the} 
story. It was also said that em-| 
ployes will be questioned. No public 
hearing will take place, it was said. | 
As soon as Dr. Smith finishes his in- 
vestigation a report will be submitted | 
to Governor Roosevelt.

|zine, disclosed yesterday. ‘“‘The pub- 
ilishers of the magazine,’’ Mr. Long 
| said, ‘‘felt they could allow only one 
| quotation from the article. Mr. Cool- 
| idge says: 

| ‘“**They [retiring Presidents] have 
|only the same title to nobility that 
belongs to all our citizens, which 
is the one based on achievement and 
| character, so they need not assume 
| superiority. It is becoming for them 
| to engage in some dignified employ- 
iment where they can be of service 
|as others are. Our country does not 
believe in idleness. It honors hard 
work. I wanted to serve the country 
again as a private citizen.’” 

A statement issued by Mr. Long 
explained that the publishers felt it 
would be unfair to Mr. Coolidge to 
permit further quotation from his 
article, because ‘‘his statements are 
so important and are so dovetailing 
that to permit the publication of any 
fragment might lead to misunder- 
standing.” 

The statement says further: “Mr.

NEW ROUTE TO BE OPENED 


St. Louis-Omaha Link Provided—— 
Transfer to Scadta Lines Now 
Permitted at Cristobal.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—The new 
night transcontinental air mail ser- 
vice, providing double daily service 


between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, will be started on May 1, Post- 
master General Brown announced 
today. 

Double daily service will begin at 
the same time on four major routes 
connecting with the transcontinental 
system, and a new route hooking St. 
Louis, via Kansas City, with Omaha, 
will be established. 

Earl B. Wadsworth, Superintendent 
of Air Mail, at a conference with air 
mail operators in Omaha last week, 
worked out the schedules for the 
four connecting routes which com- 
prise lines from Salt Lake City to 
Los Angeles, Cleveland to Albany, 
Cleveland to Pittsburgh routes and 
Salt Lake City to Pocatello, Idaho, 
on the Salt Lake City to Great Falls 
(Mont.) route. 

The new 403-mile St. Louis to 
Omaha route, to be operated by the 
Robertson Aircraft Corporation, will 
connect with that of the new night 
transcontinental route, placing St. 
Louis within twenty-four hours of 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

On the new night transcontinental 
planes, air mail will leave New York 
City at 8 P. M., Hadley Field, N. J., 
the Eastern terminus of the trans- 
continental route, at 9:35 P. M., and 
reach the West Coast on the second 
morning, Los Angeles at 4:15 o’clock 
and San Francisco at 4:30. 

Eastbound air mail will leave Los 
Angeles at 7 P. M. and San Fran- 
cisco at 8 P. M. and arrive in New 
York at 6:48 o’clock the second 
morning. 

Service on the Cleveland-Pitts- 
burgh feeder route, operated by Clif- 
ford Ball of Pittsburgh, will have a 
night service added. 


Changes to Carry More Mail. 


The schedule of the Albany-Cleve- 
land route, operated by Colonial 
Western Airways, will be changed 
so that westbound planes will leave 
Albany at 3:40 P. M. instead of 10 
A. M., to permit the handling of a 
larger accumulation of mail and 
bring the planes to Cleveland in time 
to connect with the westbound trans- 
continental service out of New York. 

Eastbound planes will pick up at 
Cleveland mail from the West over 
the night transcontinental service, 
flying the first part of the route over 
the lighted airways to Buffalo and 
continuing after dawn to Albany. 

The new night service on the 
Cleveland-Pittsburgh route will leave 
Cleveland at 12:15 A. M. and Pitts- 
burgh at midnight and arrive at 
Cleveland at 1:30 A. M. 

Absence of lighting for night fly- 
ing on the Salt Lake City-Great Falls 
route will prevent for some time 
operation of a schedule coordinated 
with that of the two transcontinental 
services. 

The existing schedule, however, 
will be changed May 1 to provide for 
departure six hours later from Great 
Falls south and four hours earlier 
from Salt Lake City north, with an 
additional service between Salt Lake 
City and Pocatello, with a stop at 
Ogden, Utah, to operate southbound 
in the morning and northbound in 
the afternoon. 


Permit Transfer to Scadta Planes. 


Postoffice Department officials 
have approved a request of American 
agents for the German-owned Scadta 
Company that, beginning today, mail 
from the United States via United 
Fruit Company liners and destined 


for points along the Scadta route | 


south from the Canal Zone through 
Baranquilla, Colombia, to Guayaquil, 
Ecuador, be transferred to the Scad- 
ta air lines at Cristobal, instead of at 
Cartagena, Colombia, as heretofore. 

The first mail affected by the 
change, according to Second Assist- 
ant Pustinaster eneral Glover, left 
New York March 27 and arrived at 
Cristobal today on a United Fruit 
liner. Service in the future will be 
weekly. 

The mail is that originating in New 
York and bearing not only American 
postage but also prepaid Colombian 
air mail stamps, sold in the United 
States by agents of the Scadta Com- 
pany, the Inter-American Aerotravel 
and Supplies Company of 11 Broad- 
way, New York City. 

The arrangements for the change 
in the transfer point were made 
through the foreign section of the 
Varick Street Station of the New 
York City Postoffice, at the request 
of the Scadta agents, the request be- 
ing passed on to the Postoffice De- 
partment for approval. 

The Scadta air mail service in con- 
nection with steamers from _ the 
United States, however, will not af- 
fect the plans of the Postoffite De- 
partment for a South American mail 
service operating from Cristobal, Mr. 
Glover said. 

The contract for this service has 
been let to Pan American-Grace Air- 
ways, Inc., of New York, but the ser- 
vice, which was to.have started Tues- 
day, has been suspended pending de- 
cision of the Department of Justice 
on a protest of the American Inter- 
national Airways of New York 
against the award of the contract to 
the Pan American-Grace Company. 


Scadta Plane Picks Up Mail.

COLON, Canal Zone, April 4.—Al- 
though unable to obtain a delivery of 
Scadta mail in the Canal Zone post- 
offices, the Scadta plane, owned by 


a German-Colombian corporation, 
which arrived here yesterday with 
the first air mail from South Amer- 
ica, hopped off today with 140 pounds 
of mail brought from New York on 
the United Fruit steamer Sixaola, 
the plane returning to Barranquilla. 

The tangle which yesterday threat- 
ened to force the Junkers mono- 
amphibian to return empty was 
partly unraveled —. this morning 
when the United ruit officials 
agreed to release the Sixaola’s con- 
signment of Scadta-stamped mail 
apes the authorization of the Colom- 
bian Postal Department at Bogota 
In the past this mail was delivered 
to the Colombian postoffices at Car- 
tagena, the first port south of the 
Panama Canal. 

The Canal Zone postoffices, how- 
ever, are still awaiting authority 
from the United States State Depart- 
ment to deviate from the usual pro- 
cedure of forwarding Scadta mail by 
steamship to Cartagena. 

The Scadta agents here declared 
that the authority had been relayed 
through the Colombian Minister in 
Washington to the Foreign Depart- 
ment at Bogota, which, in turn, in- 
formed the Scadta officials.

ON PIERS FOR 15 DAYS 


ourt Decides That Emergency 
Needs of Newspapers Warrant 
Departare From Law. 


Because of emergency needs by 
newspapers of newsprint shipped 
into New York, Supreme Court 
Justice McCook decided yesterday 
that Dock Commissioner Cosgrove 
may permit the railroads leasing city 
piers to store the paper rolls on the 
docks for a period of fifteen days, 
although the law requires that mer- 
chandise in transit may not remain 
more than forty-eight hours. This 
ruling was made in an application 
by the Warehousemen’s Association 


of the Port of New York to compel 
the dock commissioner to prevent 
the piers from being used for storage 
purposes and to obey the require- 
ments of the law. 

Justice McCook said that admission 
is made by the railroads that a num- 
ber of the piers, notably Pier 21, 
leased by the Baltimore & Ohio, have 
been used for the storage of news- 
print for a longer period than the 
law permits, while members of the 
association declared that they saw 
on Pier 33, used by the New York 
Central, carload lots of paper some 
of which were three weeks, some 
nearly two months, and some more 
than two months in storage. 

The court said: 

“This does not settle the question 
of what the court should direct the 
commissioner to do, for large private 
interests are involved, including the 
practical needs for newsprint of the 
daily newspapers, and the responsi- 
bility to them and their public of the 
several railroads, who pay the city 
$186,000 a year rent, not to speak 
of the city’s representatives. The 
twenty-seven local papers are shown 
to consume approximately 540,000 
tons of newsprint annually, whicti 
would average some 10,000 tons a 
week.”’ 

The court said that occasionally it 
happens that a month’s supply ar- 
rives yories the first fifteen days 
of the month. 

Justice McCook said that while the 
use of the piers in the respect stated 
is illegal, the court has some discre- 
tion in the matter, adding: ‘‘The 
remedy may be withheld when the 
enforcement of a strict legal right 
will work unnecessary hardship.’”’ 

“In my opinion, fifteen days con- 
stitute a reasonable and even liberal 
time for such a use, and should in 
no event be exceeded,’’ concluded 
the court. 


MRS. A. H. RICE GIVES 
HILL SCHOOL $300,000 


Memorial Building for Son, Harry 
Widener, Will Provide Means for 
Boys to Develop Hobbies.

POTTSTOWN, Pa., April 4.—A gift 
of $300,000 to the Hill School, this 
city, by Mrs. Alexander Hamilton 
Rice for the purpose of erecting a 


general science building as a me- 
morial to her son, Harry Elkins 
Widener, was announced today by 
James I. Wendell, headmaster of the 
school. Mrs. Rice’s son, who was 
graduated from the school in 1903, 
lost his life in the Titanic disaster. 

The building will contain, in addi- 
tion to the usual scientific facilities, 
small private laboratories for the use 
of gifted students and space and 
equipment through which boys will 
be encouraged to follow artistic, 
scientific and mechanical hobbies. 
This plan is said to be unique among 
schools of the country. 

“The Hill School is indebted to 
Mrs. Rice,’’. said Mr. Wendell in 
commenting on the gift, ‘‘not only 
because this is the most generous 
single donation ever made to the 
school and because it will preserve 
the memory of one of the school’s 
graduates, but also because it will 
provide means for working out an 
unusual and promising educational 
plan. We no longer regard school 
boys’ hobbies as a culpable waste of 
time. They are, in fact, of extreme 
importance. , 

“One part of the building will pro- 
vide opportunities for younger boys 
to give play to their interests in such 
subjects as motion picture making, 
metal work, design of model air- 
planes, painting, modeling, and so on 
through the whole range of youthful 
interests. 

“The second part of the building 
will be used in the science courses 
which bear on a boy’s preparation 
for college. It is our plan to provide 
small private laboratories for gifted 
boys so that they can do work be- 
yond the general scope. We are 
planning to coordinate the courses of 
such gifted students in science with 
their college ‘majors.’ ”’ 

The building will be the second 
educational structure ro by 
Mrs. Rice as a memorial to her son. 
The Harry Elkins Widener Memorial 
Library at Harvard was opened in 
1915.

OF NATION'S GOODS 


Borough Leads 36 States in 
Output of Manufactures, 
Census Shows. 


1927 TOTAL $1,210,216,404 


For Two-Year Period Increase in 
Number of Establishments Was 
23.5 P. C. of Country’s Gain. 


Brooklyn manufactures approxi- 
mately 2 per cent of the nation’s 
goods and leads thirty-six States of 
the Union in production, according 
to figures given out yesterday by 
the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce. 
The figures, credited to the United 
States Department of Commerce bi- 
ennial manufactures census for 1927, 
indicate that in the period 1925-1927 
the borough’s increase in manufac- 


turing establishments was 23.5 per 
cent of the national increase, plac- 
ing Brooklyn in the forefront of in- 
dustrial progress in the United 
States. 

noe gy | to the comparisons pre- 
pared by the Brooklyn Chamber of 
Commerce, the borough, if consid- 
ered as a State, would rank thir- 
teenth in industrial output, yielding 
only to New York, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, New Jer- 
sey, Massachusetts, California, In- 
diana, Wisconsin, Missouri and Con- 
necticut. 

“According to the biennial census 
of manufactures for the year 1927, 
of which the Department. of Com- 
merce has just completed tabula- 
tions, the value of products manu- 
factured in Brooklyn totals $1,210,- 
216,404,’” says the Brooklyn cham- 
ber’s report. ‘This is an increase 
over 1925, when the previous bi- 
ennial census was taken, of $129,- 
134,481.”’ 

Continuing with the comparisons 
the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce 
reports that the net increase in the 
number of establishments in the 
whole United States in 1927, as com- 
pared with 1925, was 4,642 concerns, 
Brooklyn alone showing a net in- 
crease, for the same period, of 1,091 
new establishments. The net in- 
crease in production in the whole 
United States for the two-year period 
was $53,116,219, according to the 
chamber’s figures, while Brooklyn 
alone showed an increase in produc- 
tion totaling $129,134,481. 

The Brooklyn Chamber of Com- 
merce reports that: ‘‘In 1927 there 
were in the United States 191,866 
manufacturing establishments. Of 
this number, Brooklyn has 5,384 
The total value of products manu- 
factured in the United States in 1927 
was $62,721,375,881. The value of 
products manufactured in Brooklyn 
for the same period totaled $1,210,- 
215,404, or nearly 2 per cent of the 
entire United States. 

“Only twelve States as a whole ex- 
ceeded Brooklyn in the manufacture 
value of products. These are: New 
York, $9,406,751,185; Pennsylvania, 
$6,715,563,455; Illinois, $5,386,003,235; 
Ohio, $5,230,323,268; Michigan, $4,- 
244,941,132; New Jersey, $3,417,450,- 
248; Massachusetts, $3,317,851,888; 
California, $2,593,247,224; Indiana, 
$2,153,419,432; Wisconsin, $1,973,653,- 
261; Missouri, $1,665,173,463; Connec- 
ticut, $1,284,738,563.’’ 

Manufacture of boots and shoes 
continues to be the borough’s lead- 
ing industry, the annual output total- 
ing $52,919,878, while the manufac- 
ture of knit goods, for a total of $51,- 
499,077, is second on the list.

JUDGE CALLED TO TELL 


OF ATLANTIC CITY VICE | 


W. H. Smathers Says He Will Ask 
Committee Why It Sammons 
Democrats Only.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., April 4.— 
Whether the McAllister committee 
has authority only to subpoena Dem- 
ocrats to testify before it is a ques- 
tion Judge William H. Smathers of 
Atlantic County proposes to put to 
the body when called upon to testify 
on Monday regarding conditions 
within his jurisdiction. 

“The law makes it the duty of the 
Republican Sheriff, the Republican 
director of public safety, the Repub- 
lican Mayor and the Republican 
Chief of Police to detect crime and 
vice,’’ the Judge said today. ‘‘It 
makes them the public accusers. In 
no sense is the judge a public accus- 
er. The very minute I assume the 
réle of public accuser I immediately 
disqualify myself from sitting as a 
judge and hearing evidence of 
crime.”’ 

Judge Smathers declared that he 
had no personal knowledge of the 
alleged vice and crime in the city, 
but at intervals affidavits and peti- 
tions concerning it have been sent 
to him. These, he said, he turned 
over to the director of safety or 
prosecutor. 

A subpoena was served on Judge 
Smathers this afternoon to appear 
before the McAllister committee on 
Monday at 10:30 A. M. in Trenton. 

Commenting this afternoon upon 
the charges made my. State Senator 
Alexander Simpson, Hudson County, 
that vice was rampant in Atlantic 
County, P. G. Hannum, chairman of 
the committee of 100 of Atlantic City, 
the resort’s reform or ization, 
said that his committee s ready 
to ‘‘convince any authority of con- 
tinued violations of law and will co- 
operate with any official who is 
zealous to perform his duty.”’ 

He added that the committee had 
no intention of inviting an investiga- 
tion of conditions in the city. 

“‘We feel that if the conditions are 
offensive to the State the Governor 
should put the State machinery to 
work,’’ he said. here is nothing 
gained by spreading before the public 
eye our civic evil.

Moderate Recovery on Stock 
Exchange—Call Money 6%, 
Brokers’ Loans Reduced. 


The moderate recovery which was 
scored in the stock market yester- 
day, on considerably the smallest 
business since last week’s severe 
break in prices, may reasonably be 
ascribed to the narrowing up-and- 
down oscillations which are usual in 
the sequel. Wall Street explained 
the show of firmness to the day’s re- 
duction in call-money rates to 6 per 
cent, the lowest since March 13. Pre- 
sumably this decline from the 20 per 
cent rate of March 26 reflects the 
inflow of money from other markets, 
attracted by the recent abnormally 
high bids of Wall Street, but it is 
even more a measure of relaxing 
speculation. The amount of credit 
actually employed for speculative 
purposes may not have been very 
startlingly réduced, but with the 
spirit of the speculators broken for 
the moment, the bidding for money 
naturally grows more hesitant. 

Neither for collateral time loans, 
however, nor for merchants’ paper 
did rates relax at all from their max- 
imum figure, and the weekly bro- 
kers’ loan report of the Federal Re-| 
serve was only negatively favorable 
to the situation. Outstanding credits 
of the kind were reduced only $87,- 
000,000, or less than three-fourths of 
the previous week’s curtailment. The 
reduction of $231,000,000 in the fort- 
night compares with an expansion 
of $702,000,000 in the preceding twelve 
weeks of 1929, and the present 
total is nearly a billion dollars great- 
er than at the high point of last 
June’s furious speculation. In the 
orderly readjustment of 1926, after 
the speculative mania of that period 
had been checked by the February 
and March reaction, brokers’ loans 
were reduced $687,000,000 in eight 
weeks. Yet the highest figure 
reached by them that season was 
$2,650,000,000 less than the figure re- 
ported on the twentieth of last 
month. 

These facts were recognized by the 
Reserve Board in its late afternoon 
statement embodying the conclusions 
of the governors’ conference. Re- 
serve bank rates are not to be raised 
this week, but the board gives no 
definite assurance for the future. It 
recognizes the stock market’s absorp- 
tion of credit has at least been 
checked; but so it was last December 
and last June, with the result that 
speculation was presently resumed at 
a wilder pace than ever, with corre- 
spondingly eager grasp at all the 
credit facilities in sight. 

If this occurs again, or if the 
“orderly readjustment of the credit! 
situation’’ does not continue, the} 
Federal Reserve will ‘‘adopt other 
methods to force compliance.’’

Studying the Brokers’ Loan Account 


While the decrease of $87,000,000 
in brokers’ loans was smaller than 
many of the predictions, the uniform 
trend shown by all three of the major 
classes of lenders attracted interest. 
Loans for the account of New York 
City bank were down $50,000,000; for 
out-of-town banks, $28,000,000, and 
for others, $9,000,000.

Sales Total $59,225,559, Against 
$48,562,567 in 1928—lIncrease 
of 14.3% for Quarter. 


Sales for March and for the first 
three months of this year, as report- 


ed to date by seventeen chain store 
organizations, show increases of 22 
per cent and 14.3 per cent, respec- | 
tively, over sales by the same chains 
in the same periods of last year. | 
Much of the increase reported is due | 
to the constant opening of new sales 
units by established chains and to 
acquisition of smaller non-reporting 
chains by the larger organizations. 
Sales by individual stores established 
more than a year ago increasing at 
a relatively slow pace.

Leake Group Is Expected to 
Receive Full Control, for Dis- 
posal to Bankers. 


AMERICAN RAILWAY HELD 


Hayden Faction to Retain Company, 
Which Will Become $42,000,000 
Investment Trust. 


The two factions in control of the 
Adams Express Company, American 
Railway Express Company and 
American Express Company agreed 
at meetings held yesterday on the 
future of the latter two companies. 


As a result it is expected that Amer- 
ican Railway Express will become 
a $42,000,000 investment trust and 
that the name and business of Amer- 
ican Express will be sold to bank- 
ing interests. Adams will continue 
to be an investment trust in control 
of American Railway Express. For- 
mal announcement.of the plans will 
be made this morning. . 

The factions in control of the ex- 
press companies are represented by 
Charles Hayden of Hayden, Stone 
& Co. on the one hand, and on the 
other. hand by Martin J. Alger, ex- 
ecutive assistant to the president 
of the New York Central; W. T. 
Hoops, president of the L. C. L. 
Company, and Eugene W. Leake, 
an attorney. All these men are 
members of the management of the 
Adams Express Company, which, 
through urchase Wednesday of 
American Express holdings in Amer- 
ican Railway Express, now owns 75 
per cent of the stock of the latter 
company. 

The interests headed by Mr. Hay- 
den have for some time maintained 
that American Railway Express 
should be made into an investment 
trust, like Adams Express. Mr. 
Leake’s group, however, has argued 
that this company should be liquidat- 
ed and the proceeds divided among 
the stockholders. In view of its 75 
per cent holdings in American Rail- 
way Express, Adams Express would 
receive a substantial accretion of 
liquid capital through such a pro- 
cedure.

DROP $87,000,000 


Reserve Bank Report Shows All

SATISFACTION IN WALL ST. 


Decline, Liquidation, 
Seen as Meaning Success of Credit

A reduction of $87,000,000 in bro- 
kers’ loans for the week, making a 
net decrease of $231,000,000 from the 
high point established two weeks 
ago, was announced yesterday at the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 
The new total of the loans, $5,562,- 
000,000, was the lowest recorded 
since the final week of February, 
and it was regarded as fully reflect- 
ing the heavy liquidation that has 
taken place in the stock market in 
the last two weeks.

Some of the liquidation of the pre- 
vious week, which had not shown 
up im last Thursday’s figures, also 
was believed to have been repre- 
sented in yesterday’s figures. 

The announcement of the figures 
after the close of the stock market 
aroused a confident spirit in Wall 
Street, where it was felt that the 
reduction of $231,000,000 in two 
weeks represented a forceful carry- 
ing out of the Federal Reserve au- 
thorities’ policy of curbing the flow 
of credit into speculative loans. That 
the banks here were playing their 
part in that policy was shown by a 
reduction of $69,000,000 in the bor- 
rowings of the New York City mem- 
ber banks from the Federal Reserve 
Bank. These borrowings now are 
$27,000,000 below their level at this 
time a year ago. 

Brokers’ loans now are $232,000,000 
above the level at which they started 
this year, but they show a net de- 
cline of $107,000,000 since the is- 
suance of the Federal Reserve 
Board’s original credit warning on 
Feb. 6. Since this time a year ago 
the loans have increased by $1,583,-

Commerce to Be State Institution 
Preparatory to Merger—Guar- 
anty Trast Split-Up Ratified. 


Special meetings of stockholders 
wre held by two New York banking 
institutions yesterday to ratify 
changes in their status arranged by 
their directors. The National Bank 
of Commerce stockholders approved 
the liquidation of the bank as a na- 
tional institution and the formation 
of a State bank, preparatory to the 
merger with the Guaranty Trust 
Company. Stockholders of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Company approved a re- 
duction from $100 to $10 in the par 
value of its stock, which will be 
accompanied by a ten-for-one split- 
up. - 

The action of the Commerce stock- 
holders followed within one day the 
ninetieth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the institution, which 
was founded in 1839 by Samuel 
Ward, merchant-banker, of Rhode 
Island, and seventeen associates, 
most of whom were merchants. Mr. 
Ward was the first president of the 
bank, which started in business in 
the Merchants Exchange Building 
at 46 Wall Street. The bank was 
one of the first to join the national 
system and it has had a steady 
ong to its present total of $798,- 

1,224 of resources, $25,000,000 of 
capital and $49,317,847 of surplus 
and undivided profits. The capital 
will be increased to $30,000,000 in 
connection with the merger with the 
Guaranty Trust Company.

PARK ROAD BACKED 
BY BRONX CHAMBER 


Resolution Adopted Favoring 
the Extension of Boulevard 
Through Van Cortlandt. 


DWELLINGS BILL ATTACKED 


Stewart Browne Asks Opposition 
en Ground Measure Violates 
Home Rule Principle. 


A resolution favoring the use of 
Van Cortlandt and Mosholu Park 
property in the proposed extension 
of the Grand Concourse as a 200-foot 
thoroughfare through the parks 
northward to the city line, to con- 
nect with the Saw Mill River Road, 
as provided in a bill which passed 


the Legislature and is now before 
Governor Roosevelt, was adopted yes- 
terday by the Bronx Chamber of 
Commerce at its weekly luncheon in 
the Concourse Plaza Hotel. Mem- 
bers of the chamber in discussing 
the extention, pointed out that it 
would make the parks more acces- 
sible to the public and serve more 
persons than those who now benefit 
from the park space required for 
the roadway. 

Immediately after the luncheon 
Stewart Browne, president of the 
United Real Estate Owners Associa- 
tion, made public an eleven-page 
letter he had sent to Governor 
Roosevelt denouncing the multiple 
dwellings bill and urging the Gov- 
ernor to veto it. Mr. Browne asked 
members of the chamber to write 
to the Governor, opposing the bill. 

Mr. Browne’s letter asserted that 
the multiple dwellings bill was un- 
constitutional because it applies 
solely to New York City, which re- 
quires an “emergency message’’ 
from the Governor under the home 
rule law. Making the bill apply to 
cities of over 800, population, Mr. 
Browne contended, does not change 
this requirement. He charged that 
real estate boards, architects and 
contractors are the principal propo- 
nents of the bill and said that 90 
274 cent of the owners of the 550,- 

housing buildings in New York 
are opposed to it. 


PALOS FUND NOW $100,000. 


Columbus Memorial, Costing $250,- 
000, to Be Unveiled April 21. 


Former Justice Morgan J. O’Brien, 
chairman of the general committee 


of the Columbus Memorial Fund, an- 
nounced Zentactey that $100,000 of 
the $250, necessary to erect the 
monument at Palos, Spain, has been 
collected. The monument is to be 
unveiled April 21. The statue is the 
work of Mrs. Gertrude V. Whitney. 
The foundation announced that con- 
tributions were deductible from Fed- 
eral and State taxes. 
_ At the base of the statue will be 
inscribed the names of founders, pa- 
trons, donors and benefactors. This 
includes donors of $1,000 or more. 
Names of all other contributors will 
be inscribed in a parchment book, 
to be placed in the base. 

On the general committee with 
Judge O’Brien are General Pershing, 
Brig. Gen. W. W. Atterbury, Barron

E. C. Jameson Sees Danger in Effect 
on Business Situation. 


The money market situation is 
serious mainly because of its effect 
on the business situation, according 
to E. C. Jameson, president of the 
Globe and Rutgers Insurance Com- 
pany, who said yesterday that extrav- 
agant buying of securities at inflat- 
ed values. always would correct it- 
self automatically without outside in- 
fluences such as are being exerted 
at present.

OLD STORE CORNER 
IN NEWARK LEASED 


Oppenheim, Collins Building Is 
to Be Converted Into 
Shops and Offices. 


DEAL INVOLVES $5,000,000 


White Motor Truck Company Buys 
a Site on Mulberry Street— 
Other Newark Deals. 


The northwest corner of Broad and 
Williams Street, Newark, improved 
about twenty years ago with a four- 
story store building for Oppenheim, 
Collins & Co., has been leased for 
fifty years by the Mennen Estates 
to the 869 Broad Street Corporation, 
of which Joseph Schwartz is presi- 
dent and Charles Dornfeld is secre- 


tary. 

The change in control marks a de- 
cision by the department store com- 
pany to discontinue its operations in 
Newark, according to the Fiedler 
Corporation, which arranged the 
lease. Isaac B. Levy, president of 


Oppenheim, Collins & Co., is quoted 
as saying that, because of limited 
space in the Newark store, it was 
impossible to carry the same quality 
of merchandise as in other stores, 
and that the Newark store was there- 
fore not a representative Oppen- 
heim, Collins establishment. 

The department store now occupies 
most of the building, the remainder 
being occupied by Slumberland.

OTTO KAHN IS SUED 
BY SINGER FOR LIBEL 


Rosalinda Morini Brings $250,- 
000 Action Based on Letter 
in Musical Courier. 


ORDER OF ARREST SOUGHT 


But Financier Sailed for Europe 
Last Friday Without Service— 
Had Denied Endorsement. 


Otto H. Kahn, who sailed for 
Europe on the Ile de France last Fri- 
day night with two guards watch- 
ing his stateroom, has been sued in 
the Supreme Court by Rosalinda 


Morini, a young singer, for $250,000 
damages for libel. The fact that Mr. 
Kahn had been made defendant in an 
action in which the plaintiff sought 
an order for his arrest became 
known on Friday night when a 
deputy sheriff appeared on the Ile de 
France with bail bonds ready to be 
executed in the event that a civil 
order for the financier’s arrest was 
obtained. 

Supreme Court Justice McCook, to 
whom an application for such an or- 
der ordinarily would have to be made, 
declined subsequently to say whether 
or not an order of that nature had 
been presented to him, but it was 
learned that no attempt to serve an 
order of arrest was made on the Ile 
de France and Mr. Kahn sailed with- 
out interference. 

Nathan Burkan, who has been re- 
tained to protect Mr. Kahn’s interest 
in the case, declined yesterday to 
discuss the nature of the suit, but it 
w.s learned definitely that the ac- 
tion was based on alleged libel. 

The name of Miss Morini as the 
plaintiff in the case became known 
yesterday although no papers have 
been filed in the County Clerk’s of- 
fice. Under the law an order of ar- 
rest is not filed until after the de- 
fendant in the case has been arrested 
and in the event that such an order 
is not granted, no papers appear un- 


j til the attorneys choose to file them.

In fact, to the best of my 
recollection, I made no comment on 
Miss Morini’s vocal qualifications on 
the one and only occasion I ever 
heard her sing. I certainly never 
authorized her or any one else to 
quote me as having expressed an 
opinion concerning her.’’ 

Mr. Kahn further wrote a protest 
against the use of the words, ‘‘Metro- 
politan Grand Opera Company,”’ 
which he said was “evidently in- 
tended to exploit for Miss Morini’s 
benefit the name of the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Company with which 
Miss Morini has no connection what- 
ever,’’ 

In publishing Mr. Kahn’s letter the 
Musical Courier headed it ‘‘Self-Ex- 
planatory,’”’ and beneath it was 
printed a note signed by E. F. Eilert, 
president of the publishing company, 
stating that because of the absence 
through ill health of the general 
manager, Mr. Schmoeger, The Mu- 
sical Courier had failed to follow its 
definite rule of ‘‘checking up’’ the 
advertising offered.

Zevely in $544,000 Action. 


Harry F. Sinclair, oil producer, has 
settled the $544,000 suit brought by
